The  Report  has  ‘been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  of 
the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  contained  in  Circular  l/6l  (Wales),  and  there 
are  sections  decline  v;ith  vital  statistics,  social  conditions,  infectious 
diseases,  housing,  public  cleansing  and  food  hygiene. 

The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  population  as  990. 

During  the  year  there  v/ere  16  births  and  If  deaths  but  there  were 
no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year.

here  were  no  notifications  of  infectious  disease. 


Progress  was  wade  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  on  the  building 
of  Council  houses  to  replace  some  condemned  properties  and  also  to  supply 
the  general  needs. 

The  business  premises  have  shown  evidence  of  improvement  v/orks 
which  have  been  carried  out,  and  these  have  been  done  without  spoiling 
the  character  of  the  town. 

Tine  new  magistrates *  Court  was  completed  during  the  year  and  was 
officially  opened  on  the  20th  Hay,  i960,

SOCIAL  CO  DITTOES. 

Che  Borough  of*  Cowbridge  is  a  small  market  town  comprising  an  area 
of  84  acres,  and  the  present  Registrar  General*s  estimate  of  the  population 
is  990*  It  is  situated  on  the  main  hi;  im/ay  from  London  to  Fishguard  and 
in  the  heart  of  the  "Hie  of  Glamorgan.  It  consists  ma inly  of  a  mile  long 
street  astride  the  small  River  Thai/  that  flows  south  to  the  Bristol  Channel* 

Tlie  Borough  is  the  natural  centre  of  the  Vale  of  Glamorgan  and  on  market 
day  (traditionally  Tuesday  but  recently  held  on  Ilondav),  its  importance  as 
an  agricultural  centre  becomes  very  obvious.  Farmers,  butchers  and  cattle 
dealers  come  from  far  and  near.  The  principal  industries  are  clearly  in 
keeping  with  a griculuhal  pursuits  such  as  agricultural  engineers, 
agricultural  merchants  and  shops  and  professional  offices  which  specialise 
in  country  requirements. 

The  Cov/bri dge  Grammar  School,  founded  in  1608,  is  situated  within  the 
Boriugh  and  in  addition  to  some  58  boarders,  attracts  day  boys  from  the 
neighbouring  villages  and  townships  of  Llantwit  major  and  Llanharan, 

The  Girls'  Hi;"!  School,  adjoining  the  Borough,  but  in  the  neighbouring 
Rural  District,  serves  a  similar  f  motion,  although  it  no  longer  accommodates 
boarders.  The  Pontfaen  Junior  School  provides  elementary  education  and, 


in  addition,  there  is  a  sm 


mil  private  junior  school  in  the  High  Street, 


public  water  supply  is  available  throughout  the  area,  A  house  to 
house  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  at  meekly  intervals.  Electricity, 
gas  and  a  sewerage  system  are  also  provided  in  all  parts  of  the  town. 

There  are  no  large  factories,  the  factories  existing  c-ngage  a  snail 
number  of  employees  some  of  whom  are  members  of  the  owners  *  own  families,

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Area  Ambulance  Services  are  administered  from  the  Ahnu lance 
Control  Station,  Oak  Street,  Aberkenfig,  the  telephone  nunher  of  which 
is  Aberkenfig  303. 


One  ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  Fire  Station,  Cov/bridpef  and 
another  at  the  Ambulance  Sub-Station,  Llannac-s  Road,  Llantwit  Hajor, 


hospitals. 


There  are  no  hospitals  or  nursing  hones  v/ithin  the  area.  Infectious 
cases  are  usually  acini t red  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Cefn  Hirgoed 
although  under  repionalisation  specific  cases  ni  ht  "be  aclnitted  to  other 
nore  convenient  hospitals. 


Helical  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted  to  any  of  the  Hoard’s 
Hospitals  in  Bridgend  and  Cardiff,  By  arrangement  v/ith  the  Air  Hinistry, 
several  civilians  in  the  area  have  been  treated  at  the  hospital  at  the 
Royal  Air  Force  Station,  St,  nthan. 


Duriny  the  year  there  v/cre  reports  that 
he  closed.

Ear,  nose  and  throat  diseases  in  children  under  If  years  of  aye  are 
dealt  with  in  the  Children’s  Ear, 'Hose  and  Throat  Hospital,  C  orb  rid  ye 
Road,  Ely,  Cardiff.  In  addition,  some  patients  receive  treatment  at 
the  Bridyend  Hospital.  Children' suffering  from  squint  can  also  receive 
treatment  at  the  Orthoptic  Clinic,  and  those  cases  needing  operative 
treatment  are  admitted  to  the  Children’s  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Hospital 
as  above. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  pathological  specimens  are  examined  at  the  Hinistry  of  Health’s 
Public  Laboratory  at  Cardiff  and  chemical  analyses  are  carried  out  by 
the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory,

The  old  puolic  svdxiiing  pool  on  the’ bc-d  of  the  River  Thaw  north  of 
the  tb\m  and  in  the  Cowbri  dge  Rural  Area,  has  not  been  used  for  several 
years,  and  it  is  unlikely  that  it  will  be  used  again  for  organised 


bathing. 


Schools, 


The  following  schools  ore  situated  in  the  Borough: - 

(a)  Cowbridgo  C-rarxia r  School,  providing  boarding  facilities  for  50  boys 
and  day-boy  accomodation  for  517. 

(b)  Y  font fa cn  Junior  School  providing  accommodation  for  95  pupils. 

(c)  Private  Junior  School,  Pest gate  Street  provides  for  58  pupils. 

The  Gra.  mar  School  has  separate  facilities  for  cooking  for  the 
boarders  and  day-boys  and  these  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  County  Council  constructed  a  new  canteen  with  dining  facilities 
on  land  at  the  rear  of  the  existing  Bontfaen  School  and  this  was  brought 
into  use  during  the  year. 

Rivers  and  Streams, 

The  diversion  of  the  River  Thai;  through  the  town  in  1958  resulted 
in  the  area  of  the  town  around  the  Town  Hall  being  free  fron  flooding. 

Gone  flooding  has  occurred  in  previous  years  at  the  west  end  of 
Cowbridge  during  periods  of  exceptionally  heavy  rainfall,  "'hen  '/a ter 
collecting  on  agricultural  lands  discharges  on  to  the  highway,  resulting 
in  surface  water  drains  bein  insufficient  vo  convey  who  water  fron  the 
highway. 


HOUSII-lG. 

(a)  Rev;  Council  Houses,  Work  cod :enced  on  slue  houses  and  eight  flats 
during  the  year.  The  site  adjoins  and  connects  the  existing  houses  at 
Broadway  and  Borough  Close,  The  roadway  at  the  n3tunpieM  was  ’widened 
and  re  surfaced  ir.  connection  with  the  sch care. 

The  Council’s  Housing  listates  consists  of  5 6  dwellings  in  addition 
to  the  above.  48  of  these  were  erected  since  1918. 

During  the  year  the  .  .ini stay  or  Housing  and  Local  Govemr.ienc  ao  roved 
a  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  Nos.  6  and  7  Church  Scrcet,  Co.. midge, 
ovmed  by  the  Borough  Council.  The  work  included  the  provision  ox 
bathrooms,  hot  anc.  cold  w'ater  etc.  work  on  mesc  houses  was  co...pleted 

during  the  year.

PUBLIC  CIHl-limTQ. 

(a)  lie  fuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  A  twice  weekly  collection  takes 
place  from  cafes  and  hotels  in  the  town;  the  remaining  premises  have 
a  once  weekly  collection.  Collections  and  d.isposal  are  by  arrangement 
with  the  Cowbridgc-  Ru jx  1  District  Council  who  use  a  mod.ern  refuse 
freighter  for  this  purpose.  There-  is  no  refuse  disposal  site  within 
the  Borough. 

The  work  is  undertaken  under  the  direction  of  the  public  Health 
Inspector, 

(b)  Refuse  Dins.  As  a  result  of  action  over  the  past  years  the  majority 
of  houses  are  provided  with  properly  constructed  refuse  bins. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  takes  informal  action  where  necessary  to 
require  householders  to  provide-  dustbins, 

(c)  Street  Cleansing.  The  main  highway  through  the  town  is  swept 
twice  weekly  by  the" Glamorgan  County  Council  who  operate  a  mobile 
street  sweeper  for  the  purpose.  Hie  side  streets  are  serviced  oy 
direct  labour  employed  by  the  Borough  Council. 

Now  street  litter  bins  were  provided  at  certain  points  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year.

There  is  no  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough*  The  four  butchers  obtain 
their  meat  from  wholesalers  operating  from  outside  the  a rea ,  ox  slaughter 
at  the  public  slaughterhouse  at  Bri lgend.  The  meat  at  the  slaughterhouse 

is  inspected  by  the  Public  Health  .inspector  ox  che  arec.  i/hc..nt  is 
slaughtered,  before  it  leaves  the  premises. 

On  occasions,  butchers’  meat  is  found  unfit,  chiefly  due  co  internal, 
decomposition.  Yfnen  this  occurs  it  is  c  mined  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  who  issues  a  condemnation  certificate,  stains  the  meat  and^ 
arranges  for  its  disposal  at  a  modern  digesting  plant,  .where  the  meat  is 
sterilised  before  being  used  for  animal  food  or  xertilisei. 

Periodical  inspections  are  also  made  at  other  shops  and  j-ood  found 
unfit  is  condemned  and  disposed  of.

Tne  Council  representatives  felt 
that  this  was  insufficient  to  warrant  a  public  slaughterhouse  and  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  majority  of '  the  butchers  wc-re  satisfied  with  the 
exist ing  slaughtering  facilities,  it  was  recom '.ended  that  a  report  to 
this  effect  be  submitted  to  the  Hinistry. 

The  statutory  report  was  sent  to  the  Hinistry  during  the  year  but
